NOTL vet carries torch on behalf of War Amps

In the distance, the flashing 
lights of a police vehicle could be 
seen making its way toward 
Virgil, as hundreds of people 
lined the streets, waving flags in 
anticipation of the Olympic 
Torch Relay as it passed through 
town Sunday. 

After the police came the red 
Coca Cola trucks, loud speakers 
blasting and employees handing 
out souvenir Coke bottles, the 
blue RBC truck with tam¬ 
bourines, all designed to whip 
the crowd into a frenzy as the 
torch bearers arrived. 

It wasn’t necessary—the 
crowd was there to cheer on 
their family, friends and neigh¬ 
bours who had been chosen for 
the honour, already excited and 
thrilled to witness the flame on 
its journey to Vancouver, ignit¬ 
ing the country as it goes. 

Some of the torchbearers 
were from Grimsby, Beamsville 
and Jordan, others—like Virgil 
Public School student Daniel 
Unger who jogged easily with 
his torch proudly held high— 


were from Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and were swarmed by locals, all 
were united by the exhilaration 
of being part of the excitement 
and Olympic spirit that is uniting 

Sunday was not the first time 
Percy Rescorl had proudly rep¬ 
resented his country. He fought 
for Canada in the Second World 
War, and lost a leg in France. A 
member of the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons, he was made a mem¬ 
ber of the Legion d’Honneur, a 
French order established to 
reward soldiers for exemplary 
service in 2007. 

He brought up his family in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, and has 
always been and continues to be 
an amazing man, says his daugh¬ 
ters Florence, Lynn and Susanne. 

He was proud to be chosen by 
War Amps Canada to participate 
in the torch relay, and excited 
that his family, including chil¬ 
dren, grandchildren and great 
grandchildren, friends and 
neighbours would be cheering 
him on. 

“What an honour for this 90- 
year old vet to be nominated to 
carry the Olympic Torch for 


Canada and for the best athletes 
of the world,” said Rescorl, 
adding that he would carry it 
with the same pride that he had 
fighting for his country. 

He was taking part in the 
relay, he said, on behalf of all 
War Amps, including the young 
children, The Champs, whose 
courage and spirit he found 
inspiring as they learned to 
adjust to their new limbs. 

Due to some confusion about 
where he would be passed the 
torch, more than 40 of Rescorl’s 
family and friends waited to 
cheer him on at Navy Hall, and 
were saddened to learn, too late, 
that his turn came along Gueen 
Street, fittingly enough leading 
up to the NOTL Cenotaph. 

But although Rescorl was dis¬ 
appointed not to see his family 
as he carried the torch, the cama¬ 
raderie on the shuttle from other 
torch carriers and the support 
from Kimberly Ribble, a 2000 
Olympian who represented 
Canada in the sport of judo, 
helped to make the day a posi¬ 
tive experience.

Reader recalls memories of Christmas parade past 


As the cars and buses and decorated trucks and 
trailers streamed passed out door on the day of the 
NOTL Christmas Parade, it brought back memories 
of past parades when we helped St. Andrew’s 
Church Sunday School participate some years ago. 

Hunter’s Farms provided a flat bed truck and the 
use of a bam to work in out of the cold. 

My husband, Tom, had made a stable and a 
manger out of old barn-board, and cut out animals 
in Masonite which were appropriately painted, they 
joined the tableau of Mary, Joseph and the holy 
babe and the children dressed as angels and shep¬ 
herds would take up positions all around, securely 
protected by bales of straw. 

A very tall pole was used to hold the guiding star 
and the congregation was invited to join us dressed 
in appropriate costumes (the assortment of bath¬ 
robes was amazing) complete with draped head 
dresses which kept us quite warm. The year I 
remember was when we went all out and added 
three mounted kings to our tableau. Making the 
costumes elaborate yet suitable to ride in was a 
challenge, the biggest one being a head dress that 
went over the riding helmets. Old evening wear was 
cut up, bits of saved ribbons utilized, then three 
boxes made to look very ornate, ready for the gifts 
for the king. 

Last but not least - one more essential when you 
have animals in the parade - a pooper scooper, and 
there was our brave volunteer, complete with 


wheel-barrow and shovel, dressed as a dessert 
nomad. Our designated place to start was on Mary 
Street, then we got the signal to start, our driver had 
to get his head-dress adjusted as he could not see 
anyone approaching from the side, adjustments 
were made and off we went into line. We had a 
tape-player at the back of the float playing 
Christmas Carols, so we could all join in. Boy were 
we ready and looking good. 

We turned onto King Street as directed by the 
Parade Marshals (these people do a remarkable 
job) then disaster struck - one of those drum-corps 
bands was warming up in the Legion Parking lot 
and this upset one of our horses, his rider tried very 
hard but he was not happy, so rather than take any 
risks with so many children around, they had to go 
home, so our story just had two kings. 

The comments from our group of worshipping 
followers just never stopped. There were some rid¬ 
ers beyond the float in front of us and someone 
called out a warning “watch your feet” their pooper 
scooper was not staying alert, then the comment 
“Thank goodness we are not wearing sandals.” 

Then one of our Sunday School teachers, whose 
daughter was on the float, commented “I always 
wanted to be Mary” and there came a quick reply 
“Don’t you think you’re a bit late dear?” 

And so it went all the way round the town. We 
sang, we waved, we laughed and I was never so 
warm on a bitterly cold day. The memories keep me 


warm still, and this year we once again will have the 
11p.m. service at St.Andrews on Christmas Eve 
always attended by so many of our fellow towns¬ 
folk. I so enjoy coming out at midnight and people 
calling “Merry Christmas “to each other. 

This world may not be perfect, but if you live in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake you are blessed. A very merry 
Christmas to you and yours, and good health in the 
year to come.

Local toymaker donates toys—handywork a labour of love’

Although Egon Epp 
insists otherwise, down in 
his basement is where all of 
the magic happens. 

“It’s not magic. It’s a 
labour of love,”he said 
inside his Charlotte Street 

The retired carpenter cel¬ 
ebrated his 80th birthday 
recently and has been a res¬ 
ident of Niagara-on-the- 


years. He’s been wood¬ 
working for 70 years and 
the gift he has with his 
hands has resulted in many 
gifts for children. 

Epp builds wooden 
crafts. His love for the trade 
has transpired to him donat¬ 
ing some of his handicrafts 
to Newark Neighbours 
every Christmas season for 
the past five years. 

The unique trains, cradles 
and trucks take about three

does a lot of good 
town and I felt it was tune to 
give something back. This is 
my one chance to do that.” 

Every year he donates 
four or five toys to go to 
needy children. He said he 
has no idea who they go to, 


t worried al 
that. I know the smaller 
children will use them 
because there is something 
about a homemade wooden 
toy that fascinates chil- 

From what he’s heard, it’s 
not just the children who 
get a kick out of the toys but 
the parents as well. 

“When the children out¬ 
grow them, the parents will 
keep them.” 

His office - as he refers to 


his basement - is filled with pass or 


table saws, sanding equip¬ 
ment, drills and master 
plans. Each toy is carefully 
designed, and it shows. 

The trucks have moving 
beds, working wooden 
wheels and other fine 
details. He’s built rocking 
horses, cribbage boards, 
model planes, stools and 
high chairs. 

“If it can be built with 
wood, I will tty it.” 

He credits his wife, 
Marianne, with helping him 
develop his designs, and 
said spending hours making 
each item doesn’t feel like 
work at all. 

“It’s not about how long 
it takes me to finish some¬ 
thing, it’s about the fun I 
have doing it. I want to keep 
myself occupied instead of 
sitting in a rocking chair 
until I tip out.” 

In fact, that’s a piece of 
advice Epp said he wants to 


‘Before you retire, make 
sure you fill that void with 
something you love doing 
whether it be taking long 
strolls or gardening. You 
have to do something.” 

The toys he builds are all 
made from wood he 
receives from friends and 
family. The only items Epp 
purchases are the glue, 
dowling and any accessories 
needed. He doesn’t bother 
with stain or any other 
chemicals; instead he uses 
water-based varnish and dif¬ 
ferent coloured wood. 

“I think the simplicity of 
the toy makes it unique,” he 

Epp plans on continuing 
to donate his toys to 
Newark Neighbours until 
he can’t build them any¬ 
more. Until that day, he said 
he’s going to keep busy and 
continue to build as many as

Those in need receive help at Christmas 


People who are new to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
are often surprised to 
hear that there is a local 
food bank, and that 
there are families in 
town who rely on it, 
especially at the holi- 

Brenda Shah has vol¬ 
unteered a long time at 
Newark Neighbours— 
about two decades—the 
organization founded by 
the late Peggy Anderson 
more than 30 years ago. 
In the early days, there 
were many large farming 
families—10 to 14 chil¬ 
dren to a family wasn’t 
unusual—who needed 
help at Christmas. 

This year, there were 32 
Christmas baskets going 
out, mostly to single par¬ 
ents with two or three 
children, said Shah. 

Of those, about half 
were “adopted” fami¬

gifts. 

The rest were put 
together by Newark vol- 

There were a few less 
baskets assembled than 
last year, a good sign that 
the economy is picking 
up, says Shah, one of 
about 14 regular volun¬ 
teers, with a list of willing 
helpers to draw from 
when necessary. 

And as always, the 
NOTL community was 
very generous with its 
donations, and those 
who have asked for help 
will receive everything 
they need for a 
Christmas dinner—and 
then some—as well as 
gifts for all family mem- 

Newark received all 
the toys it needed, lots of 


food and some cash to 
buy anything extra that 
was required to fill its 
Christmas baskets, she 

Although the shelves 
were temporarily almost 
bare in the days leading 
up to the holiday, there 
was more food coming 
in to be sorted, she said, 
so they will be fine for 
the New Year.

A Catholic school board 
committee charged with 
looking at altering the 
boundaries of St. Michael 
Catholic School to shore up 
Niagara Falls schools suffer¬ 
ing from declining enrol¬ 
ment has backed off, but it’s 
an issue that will be revisited, 
parents were told. 

Dawn Gula, the mother of 
two boys with autism who 
attend St. Michael, is thank¬ 
ful the committee released 
its reco mm endations before 
Christmas so she can stop 
worrying about the effect a 
boundary change could have 
on her children. 

She and other parents 
whose children would have 


been impacted by the pro¬ 
posed boundary changes— 
those living south of Line 8 
—said they would rather 
switch their kids to St. 
Davids Public School than 
have them bused to St. 
Gabriel in Niagara Falls. 

The co mmi ttee told parents 
at a meeting last Tuesday 
they would drop that recom¬ 
mendation for now. 

But despite what she con¬ 
siders an early Christmas 
resent, she continues to 
ave some concerns for the 

Parents have been warned 
that with the growth in 
enrolment at St. Michael— 
there are three portables on 


the property now but the 
board is projecting seven will 
be needed in five years 
time—boundaries will be an 
ongoing issue. 

The co mm ittee was dis¬ 
cussing moving about 50 St. 
Michael students to St. 
Gabriel in Niagara Falls, 
which is at 50 per cent capac¬ 
ity. 

The review co mmi ttee was 
given a mandate to alter 
boundaries and juggle about 
800 students from over-pop¬ 
ulated schools like St. 
Michael in NOIL and others 
in Niagara Falls to those in 
danger of closing, such as St. 
Gabriel, Gula says. 

But the recommendations 


the committee will present to 
the board in January will 
only shift about 200 students. 

That has Gula and other 
parents worried the board 
might not accept the recom¬ 
mendations. 

And if it does, they expect it 
will be an ongoing threat 
until an addition is built to 
increase St. Michael capacity 
permanently. 

In the meantime, they’ve 
been told St. Michael will not 
likely be a candidate for a 
full-day, five-day a week 
Kindergarten because of its 
over-crowding, Gula said. 

“I feel we’re being pun¬ 
ished for having a prosper¬ 
ous school, and I feel that 


parent,” she said. 

Gula also wonders if par¬ 
ents, especially those in the 
Queenston and St. Davids 
area, will consider the public 
school system “a more stable 


environment” when deciding 
where to send their children 
as they reach school age. 

The committee needs to

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Grape growers celebrate climb with icewine

Last year, it was Mt. 
Kilimanjaro and Peller 

This year, Lorna and 
Phil Tregunno finished the 
grape harvest of their 
Niagara River Parkway 
vineyards and headed to 
Mt. Everest in Asia, where 
they climbed about 18,500 
feet and celebrated their 
efforts with a bottle of 
Dan Aykroyd icewine. 

It starts to get very cold 
on Everest at this time of 
year, says Phil, so they 
managed to just “squeeze 
in” their climb before the 
temperatures fell too low. 

“It’s a great way to 
clear your head after a 
harvest,” says the grape 
grower. 

They didn’t attempt the 
summit of about 28,000 
feet, but did climbs of 
about 18,000 feet over 
several days, including the 


Khumbu Glacier at 18,500 
feet. 

They trekked a total of 
12 days with a team of 
seven sherpas and three 
yaks, and when they had 
accomplished what they 
set out to do, “we thought 
we deserved the best 
reward Canada could 
offer,” says Phil. 

“Unfortunately we had 
to wait three more days 
until we could get low 
enough to drink it,” which 
they did, at the base camp, 
with is about 17,000 feet. 

“Everybody we crossed 
paths with knew of Dan 
Aykroyd but didn't realize 
that he was also a product 
of Canada,” he said. 

“It made interesting 
evening conversation 
when we huddled around 
a wood stove burning yak 
dung to keep warm.” 

The Tregunnos say they 
live in the best area for 
training—they don’t go to 
a gym, instead choosing to 
hike, often in the Niagara 


Gorge, where the rough 
ground is perfect for get¬ 
ting their ankles and legs 
in shape for climbing. 

They can’t train for alti¬ 
tude, the most challenging 
aspect of climbing, says 
Phil. 

“All you can do is pace 
yourself.” 

What’s the next chal¬ 
lenge for the Tregunnos? 

“People keep asking us 
that. I think our next holi¬ 
day will be somewhere 
warm, where we can walk 

But there will likely be 
more mountain climbs in 
their future. 

“Once you’ve done a 
couple of summits of 
18,000 feet, it seems to 
become an obsession,” 
admits Phil. 

Phil and Lorna Tregunno 
reach the summit of 
Khumbu Glacier on 
Mount Everest, and cele¬ 
brate with Dan Aykroyd 
icewine.

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Bjorgans carry on family Boxing Day tradition

It’s been a tradition in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for 
more than 30 years—a tra¬ 
dition that now embraces 
the second generation. 

Dana and Justine 
Bjorgan will join then- 
father Chris, uncle Lome 
and about 35 others as the 
two girls attempt to 
become official “penguins,” 
that group of admitted cra¬ 
zies who plunge into the 
frigid water at the foot of 
Ball Avenue Boxing Day. 

Chris, 52, can only claim 
27 or 28 swims—his broth¬ 
er Lome is the only original 
penguin left still taking the 
yearly dunking, although 
there are several veterans 
who have returned each 
year for about 15 years, 
says Chris. Some of them 
are people he doesn’t know 
and doesn’t see from one 
penguin plunge to the next. 

“There’s a sickness out 
there,” he jokes. 

“It’s definitely an obses- 

It’s all over in about 15 to 


20 minutes, although the 
adrenaline starts flowing 
days ahead of time, says 
Chris. 

“I can feel it now, just 
talking about it. You get so 
pumped for it. It’s one of 
those things like hitting 
your head against the 
wall—it feels great when 
you stop.” 

And it’s a great way to 
get the blood flowing after 
sitting around eating on 
Christmas Day, he says. 

NOTL, which has a long¬ 
standing tradition of being 
unique in so many ways, is 
also different when it 
comes to its annual winter 

Instead of a polar bear 
plunge on New Year’s Day, 
locals decided to make a 
ritual of taking a trio of 
penguins (plastic) into the 
lake with them on Boxing 
Day. 

It began at Easter, 1975, 
when a bunch of friends, 
now in their 50s, decided to 
take a plunge. They decided 
to move what was becom¬ 
ing an annual event to the 
day after Christmas so the 


water would be colder— 
between 32 to 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Penguins and penguin- 
hopefuls gather in a heated 
cube van parked at the foot 
of Ball Avenue around 1 
p.m., and must take three 
plunges. 

That’s the other differ¬ 
ence, says Chris. 

Polar bear dips are a 
once-only event on New 
Year’s Day. 

But there’s a lot going on 
New Year’s Day, says Chris, 
and nothing to do Boxing 
Day but head to a shopping 
mall. He would rather take 
a dunk in freezing cold 
water than go to a mall, he 

Penguins take their three 
plunges,with a quick warm¬ 
up in the van in between, 
and it takes three years of 
dunks to become an official 
penguin, as Justine 
Bjorgan, 21, will this year if 
she takes the necessary 
three plunges on Boxing 
Day. 

Dana, at 17, will go in for 
the second year. 

She’s a little young for 


taking part, but she’s a 
competitive swimmer, “and 
she’s really psyched,” says 

“She can pull me out if I 
need help,” he jokes, but he 
doesn’t expect that to be 
necessary. His doctor has 
told him “to go for it — 
there’s no harm to some¬ 
one who is in good health.” 

Flora Bjorgan, the moth¬ 
er of three boys who have 
all taken part in the 
Penguin Swim, “thinks 
we’re all seriously insane,” 
says Chris. 

His brother Moe gave it 
up when he realized it was 
giving him blinding head 
aches that just weren’t 
worth it, and his sister 
avoids the event “and pre¬ 
tends she’s not a Bjorgan 
for a few days around this 
time of year,” says Chris. 

But Flora comes out each 
Boxing Day to cheer on her 
family. 

“If you knew my mother 
you’d know that she’s a lit¬ 
tle insane herself She’s a 
lot of fun—that’s why she 
shows up to watch every
